Presentation Transcript

of Fame. Today I will be giving a presentation about our organization and a collection we are 
looking to expand with a little help from our potential donors. I would like to welcome our 
special guests here today group members Gwen Stefani, Tony Kanal, Adrian Young, and Tom 
Dumont from well-known band No Doubt. I hope today my presentation will give you an idea 
about our organization and our future in music history. 

Our mission here at the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame is to engage, teach, and inspire. We 
work towards celebrating the sound of youth culture and honor the artists whose music connects 
us all. At our organization, we really believe in connecting our community, so we provide 
services such as onsite education programs, online education, and community programs. We 
have our own library and archives onsite and we also preserve our artifacts onsite. 

In our current collection, we own various artifacts from Rock bands throughout the 80s, 90s, 
and early 2000’s. We have been acquiring all kinds of memorabilia from bands for an exhibition 
we are trying to create on virtual concerts. We have gotten everything from clothing, equipment, 
posters, handwritten notes, etc. Our idea is to set up stages as these bands members would set up 
and play their concerts up on a screen. Our idea is for our guests to come in to have a virtual 
concert going experience for some of these bands that are not as active anymore. We would also 
project some of these bands’ music videos so that our guests can experience their favorite music 
videos in a live setting. 

Currently, we have artifacts from artists such as the cure, Joan Jett and the Blackhearts, 
Blondie, Green Day, the Smiths, and Prince. We have acquired a jacket and guitar from Joan Jett 


and the Blackhearts. We have a jacket that was worn by Blondie guitarist, a guitar gifted to us 


from Deborah Harry and song written by Jimmy Destri and Chris Stein which was recorded by 
Blondie in 1977. From Prince, we have a shirt, blazer, and hat gifted to us from one of his 
performances. 

From the Cure, we have acquired the guitar that Robert Smith has used in performances. We 
have also acquired a guitar from the Smiths, and we have acquired two drum snare heads that 
were drawn on by Green Day band members. 

Our job is to make the appraisal process as simple as possible for you guys. We will have an 
expert team come in an evaluate any equipment, stage-clothing, handwritten notes, or any other 
artifacts you will allow us to take a look at for our upcoming project. After the evaluation 
process, we will negotiate with you to determine which items will be donated for our collection. 
After that we will have an expert team pack and ship your donation to our facilities where we 
will properly add it to our storage. Lastly, when we start to display your items, we will ask for 
your input on how best your items would look on our stages. 

Here at the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame, you will not need to worry about the security of 
your items. We hold great responsibility over your items and ensure you that they will be handled 
and managed within our strict protocols. We are dedicated in preserving the integrity and history 
of your items if they reach our collection. We want to appropriately capture the essence of No 
Doubt and solo careers you have taken and share it with music lovers around the world. We feel 
it is our mission to be able to present and preserve music history for future generations to come 
while also giving them an opportunity to experience music in a whole different form. 

At the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame we are all about bringing our community together and 
having positive music experiences together. With the donation of your items, they will be able to 


be experienced by many new generations who have not had the privileged to attend one of your 


concerts. As you are no longer an active band, it would be a great privilege for newer generations 
of music lovers to be able to have a concert experience like no other. We would also be exposing 
this generation and future generation of the different trajectory paths you have taken outside of 
No Doubt career.
